A strange quiet is much in evidence at the newspaper 
plant these days, as people who make frequent visits here 
will note, The constant, clacking of the linotypes has given 
way to the silent operation of computerized electronic 
machinery. Hot metal type, and all that goes with this 
kind of printing preparation, has been replaced by silent, 
high speed equipment which sets reading matter on 
ribbons of tape. 
At this time, the biggest noise around here comes from 
the hammers and saws of the carpentry crews who are 
working on a. program of remodeling the building to 
accom m odate new equipm ent and m odernize the 
composing room, the business office, and editorial room. 
A new look is also planned for the outside of the building, 
part of which has already begun to take shape. 
In converting from hot m etal typecasting, four 
computerized pieces of equipment have ¡been installed to 
set type: a 7200 Compugraphic machine to set headlines 
and large type faces for advertising copy; a 4961 twin lens 
Compugraphic to set advertising copy; a 2961 Compu­ 
graphic high speed typesetter for type from the wire 
service and our own TTS machines; and a Compuwriter II 
for setting classified and legal advertising. 
To make page size film for offset printing, a Nuarc 
camera has been installed. Not only will this shoot full 
page size film, but it allows great flexibility in enlarging 
and decreasing photographs when needed. 
A Nuarc platemaker has just ¡been received, and will ¡be 
put to use for making plates for offset printing. These are 
a few of the items which have been installed to make the 
newspaper plant at Rushville one of the most modern in 
the state. 
Through all of our changeover and remodeling, we still 
have the daily 'task of putting out a newspaper. As you 
visit us from time to tim e, we trust you can put up with 
whatever inconvenience you find until we get the job 
completed.

It seem s everyone wants 
nuclear weapons these days. 
Now come reports that Iran 
plans to develop them. Asked by 
a French magazine interviewer 
whether he thought his country 
should have such arms some 
day, the Shah of Iran is quoted 
as replying: 
“ Without any 
doubt, and sooner than one 
would think.” 
The Iranian Government has 
denied any such statement by 
its ruler, who is now in France 
buying nuclear power plants. 
But suspicion remains high. 
Iran has become the greatest 
military power in the Persian 
Gulf. But it vies with India, 
which only last month exploded 
its first atomic device and hence 
now has a psychological ad­ 
vantage over the Iranians. 
T eheran’s concern m ay be 
further heightened by a report 
from New Delhi that India may 
soon set off a thermonuclear 
hydrogen device. 
These developm ents come 
against the background of an 


ongoing effort by the big powers 
to bring nuclear arm s under 
control. France, which is not a 
signatory to the 1963 test-ban 
treaty, at long last promises to 
end atmospheric nuclear tests. 
The Soviet Union and the United 
States are on the verge of 
reaching agreement on limiting 
underground 
tests. 
Even 
in 
Britain a how l arose when it was 
disclosed the nation had con­ 
ducted its first atomic bomb 
explosion in nine years. 
The poorer nations of the 
world are only 'beginning to flex 
their 
military 
and 
politucal 
m uscles, however, Nuclear 
arms capability is a tempting 
status symbol. 
But it should be obvious to all 
that 
a 
sp read 
of 
nuclear 
weapons only enhances the 
danger they may be used. 
In this nuclear age pride is too 
costly a commodity if measured 
by the number of atomic bombs 
piled up. We urge international 
pressure 
to 
dissuade 
any 
country from opting for such a 
dangerous course.

SOYBEANS 
At the present time 1 have 
been called 
to survey 
the 
problems 
on 
soybean 
fields. 
Most problems are related to a 
sm all 
am ount 
of ch em ical 
damage to the lower leaves of 
the plants The damage in most 
fields that have been visited w ill 
not lower the yield at harvest 
tim e. This ch em ical 
1 
am 
referring to is linuron (Lorox) 
which at a pound per acre with 
rains at the right time will cause 
splash damage on the soybean 
plan! leaf. 
On some fields I have found 
doubling of chemicals on the end 
rows. 
A 
one 
pound 
rate of 
linuron on most soils in Rush 
County is sufficient but when 
this is doubled this is a “ NO- 
NO” - it will completely kill the 
soybean plant. 
Last week we had soybean 
leaf beetle eating on the leaves. 
This 
week 
I 
could 
find 
no 
beetles, only some leaf damage. 
The adult beetle feeds namely 
on the seedlings and eats holes 
in the leaves. These beetles are 
about one-fifth of an inch in 
length and are reddish or 
yellowish with black spots. The 
larvae are white in color and 
chew on roots and nodules. 
Another 
beetle 
of 
soybean 
plants is the 
Mexican 
Bean 
Beetle. The adult beetle which is 
yellowish with black spots chew 
holes in soybean leaves and give 
the leaf a lacy appearance. 
Most soybean fields have the 
appearance of a bumper crop 
this year in Rush County. 


C O U N TY F A IR 
All aspects of the 1974 Rush 
County F a ir seem to be in full 
progress. 
I would like to mention the 
health requirem ents for all 
livestock at the fair. This year 
the health regulations are the 
same as in 1973, basically this 
is: 
1. A clean herd health status 
must be noted on the health

be exhibited appears to be free 
of symptoms of any contagious 
disease. 
2. Any calves imported into 
Indiana 
that 
w ere six 
<6> 
months ol age or older at the 
lime of entry must have a 
negative test for Tuberculosis 
unless they were from an ac 
credited herd or tested at the 
time of entry. 
In essence, this means cattle 
imported as feeders that were 
not tested at that time must be 
tested for exhibition. 
3. 
C attle 
entering 
on 
Brucellosis Y accination in lieu 
of test are required to be ac­ 
companied by the Vaccination 
Certificate. 
4. 
Health 
Certificates 
are 
required on all swine in carcass 
shows if the sw ine are to enter at 
same time as breeding swine 
and be placed in adjoining pens. 
In shows where all swine are to 
go directly to slaughter from the 
exhibition, no health certificate 
is required. 
5. Though it is permissible to 
ear tag swine for their iden­ 
tification on Health Certificates, 
it is suggested that ear notches 
be used. The numbers on the 
tags often become illegible. 
6. In completing the Health 
Certificate, 
the 
identification 
should be taken directly from 
the animal and not from the 
registration papers. Sometimes 
they do not coincide. 
7. Animals with active warts, 
ring worm, pox, pinkeye, or 
mange will not be permitted to 
be exhibited. V eterin arian s, 
please remind your clients of 
this. A number of animals were 
refused admission to exhibitions 
last year 
because of some of 
these conditons.
